Cbarleo H. Baboock, 51 yean old, a 
pioneer in the history of Benton Har- 
boTi died this morning from prostra­ 
tion caused by the amputation of one 
of hie ieet, which a council of physi­ 
cians yeeterday decided might possibly 
prolong his life. 
Gangrene had de- 
feloped in tbe affected member and 
death would have come in a few days 
had not the 
diseased 
foot 
been 
removed. 


The dead man had been In ill health 
for several years, as the result of dia­ 
betes which affected him in its most 
fatal form. Three BMnths ago his foot 
bepame diseased 
and medical skill 
could bring no relief. 
The disease 
grew more and more aggravating and 
it was with the greatest difficulty that 
Mr. Babcock moved about. 


Yesterday local physicians held a 
oouncll over the condition of the dece­ 
dent and decided that the only relief 
possible to produce lay in the amputa­ 
tion of the root. Although there was 
doubt of the operation having the de­ 
sired effect it was agreed by the physi­ 
cians that death could not long be de­ 
layed with gangrene developing and if 
it was possible to prolong life the am­ 
putation of the foot would do it. 


The diseased member was removed 
and the patient’s impoverished condi­ 
tion prevented his rallying and he Jiank 
rapidly, dying at4o’clock this morning. 
Hiâ death bed was encircled by all of 
the family except bis son. Theadore. 
who waë employed at'Clayton, III., and 
although fulvlRed of hia father*^ condir 
tion yesterday waë unable to reach his 
bed side before be died.

Hla nlime waa received 
by the delegatea and spectatora with 
Jeeni and hlaaea, and Jacob Worth, tht 
leader of the oppoilUon to Senator Platt, 
waa cried down when he eiMyed to pre­ 
sent Low*a name. None of the defeated 
Low men, however, etpreaeed an hiteii* 
tlon to bolt the refular ticket. The CHI- 
aeni* Union several days ago announced 
that the withdravral of Low WM out. of 
the anestton, and the Republican com 
mlttas^at the same, time p rin ted aa 
ultimatum to the effect that Low was 
not acceptable to the Republican or- 
ganlmtlon. Necotlatlona wera then dia- 
continued and were not reaumed yester­ 
day, althouffh the Brooklyn committee 
of Afty and the Purroy Democracy, both 
nipportlns Low, made a last appeal to 
the Republican leaders In Low*s behalf. 


Held a CoaffarMM« n u a Palled. 


The convention met and ' organised, 
and then took a recess, having appointed 
a conference committee to meet commit 
te<^8 from other organlsatlorji that de­ 
sire a union against Tammany. 
The 
committee held a secret seiiaion. There 
were present 
representatives of the 
Brooklyn Committee of Fifty and of the 
Purroy factloin. The Citisena* Union was 
not repreeented. Henry D. Purroy made 
a vigorous speech advocating the in* 
dormnnent of Low. Membem of the 
Brooklyn committee also spoke for Lcn\% 
National Committeeman Fr<*d S. Gibbs 
denounced Low as a “Mugwump,’' and 
Chairman Quigg said the con%'ention 
could not connider Lox%'. Tf the latter 
would withdraw from the race then 
there might he Homething done. Ik>w’» 
friends said that he was in the field to 
stay, and after a wrangle for nearly 
three houre the meeting adjourned with 
out re.«ult.

At 7:15 p. m. tjhe convention reassem­ 
bled with a great throng present. When 
Senator Platt, aeompanied by Mrs. Platt 
and several ladles appeared In the par­ 
terre Ik)X immediately above the right 
of the platform the band played “Hail 
to the Chief," and the crowd yelled and 
cheered until It was hcmrie. “Three 
cheers for Platt" were given again and 
again. The senator bowed and .smiled. 
After the Worth people had been sat 
upon by a large majority and the plat­ 
form had been adopted the report of the 
futile conference was made, and then 
District Attorney Olcott placed In nom­ 
ination for mayor General Benjamin F. 
Tracy. The flai? which hid from view 
the picture of General Tracy over the 
rear of the platform, wa» drawn aside 
when Olcott finished and the delegates 
set yp a yell of applause. The nomina­ 
tion was made unanimous, and In a brief 
speech General Tracy accepted.

The witness of the day then appeared 
the man uiio did more to throw doubt 
on the state's contention than all the 
others, for he absolutely disputed the 
state’s claim that Mrs. Luetgert wu.^ 
boiled in the vat by showing experimen­ 
tally that a woman weigthing much le«s 
did not leave anything like the same 
substance. The witness was Dr. Bernard 
L. Rl^e, who had experimented in dia- 
huegrating human *bodies with a 10 per 
cent, solution of caustic aoda or potaâh. 
Dr. Rieae first experimented in the mid­ 
dle vat—the one that the body of Mrs. 
Luetgert is alleged to have been disin- 
_ rated in. He said that the flrat ex­ 
periment was made with the body of a 
woman 5 feet 3 inches tall and weighing 
ninety 
pounds. 
Crude 
potaMi 
was 
emptied into the vat In the manner Luet­ 
gert is alleged to have placed the potash 
In the same receptacle on May L 
In a few minutes the body was put In­ 
to the vat. then steam turned on and the 
val covered with gunny sacka The 
process was continued for over three 
hours, with the result that very little of 
the flesh was left. An Important point in 
thedoctor*s testimony was that Insteadof 
the fluid in the vat "boiling and bub­ 
bling" as asserted by the state It was 
Impossible to heat th<^ fluid to a l>olllng 
point with the facilities in the factoir- 
The physician described 
the color of 
the liquid in the vat, which resembled, 
he said, vinegar. On the surface ot this 
liquid was a fatty substance the twen 
tieth part of an Inch deep. The expert 
said that teeth of the subject <eitendhig 
from the gums were not injured, but the 
roots of these teeth which had been cov­ 
ered by the flei^ crumbled, and In some 
instances the teeth were brittle. The 
skull, ribs and bones of the arms aiid 
leges still remained intact-'or nearly ao, 
Thera were no sesamoid bones. 


The haJr had almost entirely disap­ 
peared. Ifito the vat at the beginning 
of the experiment was thrown two gold 
finger rings. The physician said he had 
some difflculty In getting them out of the 
vat, SB the alkali water burned his hands 
It was found that the solution hM not 
affected the rings. Dr. Rlese aJao t&sti 
fled that he had experimented with hair 
pins and a corset>-the latter one from 
Mrs. ^Luftftrt’s wardrobe. 
Different 
kinds of hair pins weire used. 
Those 
which were Japsnned came out of the 
test minus the Japan: bone, celluloid 
and rubber hair pins were tested and it 
was found tlist^they Were utterly de­ 
stroyed by ibe ^lotion. A hard rubber 
button was placed In the liquid but it 
was not destrüped. This was owing, tht 
egpert explained, to Its structure 
The second experiment was with tbs

CHICAGO LABOR CONVENTION. 


ftesolutlons Repurted and Rensarks bf ihe 
Chief of Street Railway Men. 


Chicago, Sept. 29.—E. V. Debs did not 
attend the meeting of the labor congress 
yesterday. President McMalion, head of 
the street car men, was there and sp<^e 
St some inngth. expressing himself in 
sympathy with the workings of the con­ 
vention and regretting his Inability to 
attend, owing to the complicationsafTect- 
Ing the Chicago City Railway employes. 
He denounced the present power of the 
supreme court to declare unconstitution­ 
al the laws pasa*d by congress which 
were beneficial to the laboring man. 


He declared that organized capital 
stood entrenched behind the supreme 
court of the land, and In order to battle 
against organised capital it was neces­ 
sary to have 
organixed 
labor or go 
down. The laborers of the United States 
must go hand in hand, according to 
Mahon, then they must have a voice In 
the government and overthrow the pres­ 
ent powers, which are detrimental to 
their welfare. He was loudly applauded, 
and cries of "That's right!" frequently 
greeted the speaker. He completed liis 
address with the sentence: **I iitand op- 
fM)sed to the supreme court of this coun­ 
try an it la now constituted." 


Tlie report of the committee on reso- 
Itlons is addressed "To the Labor and 
Reform Organlsutions of Amerioe." In 
the introduction it refers 
to 
‘battle 
against monopolies,*’ and speaks of the 
ballot as the «afest means for reform. 
The report says "We admit the failure 
of the strike method. We favor a series 
of national conventions, to which we In­ 
vite the friends of lal>or In a movement 
looking toward political action. We rec- 
ogniie the necesfdty of strikes, but the 
most effective strike Is the ballot box." 


I'lmma Goldman, the anarchist, has 
withdrawn from the convention. 
Sho 
says it Is not properly conducted, and 
that the delegates do not attend to busi­ 
ness.

Charles H. Baboock, 51 years old, a 
pioneer in the history of Benton Har­ 
bor» died this naming from proatra- 
tion caused by the amputation of one 
of his feet, which a council of physi­ 
cians yesterday decided might posaibly 
prolonir his life.

The dead man had been in ill health 
for several years, as the reault of dia­ 
betes whic& affected him in its most 
fatal form.

Mr. Babcock moved about. 


Yesterday local physicians held a 
council over the condition of the dece­ 
dent and decided that the only relief 
possible to produce lay in the amputa­ 
tion of the foot. Although there was 
doubt of the operation having the de­ 
sired effect it was agreed by the physi- 
ciaos that death could not long t o de- 
layed with gangrene developing and if 
it was possible to prolong lire t ' 
putation of the foot would do it.

He said tihat the flmt ex­ 
periment was made with the body of a 
woman 5 feet 2 inches tall and weighing 
ninety pounds.

in the same receptacle on May L 
In a few minutes the l»ody was put in­ 
to the vat. then steam turned on and the 
vat covered with gunny sacka The 
process wmt continued for over three 
hours, with the result that very little of 
the flesh wm left. An important point in 
thedoctor’s testimony waa that iniiteadof 
the fluid in the vat ’'boiling and bub­ 
bling" as asserted by the state It waa 
impossible to heat the fluid to a boiling 
l^ n t with the facilities in the factory. 
The physician descrlt>ed the color of 
the liquid In the vat. which resembled, 
he said, vinegar. On the surface oC this 
liquid was a fatty substance the twen­ 
tieth part of an inch deep. The expert 


which had flowed ftom tho vat Dr. 
RIeM testlAed that the residua from 
both the hodiM liolltd In the vat was 
very little. The fat did not amount to 
over the twentieth part of an Inch. Bx- 
Judge Vincent declared this statement 
substantiated the story of the defenae. 
that Luetgert was maklag soap In the 
vat.

CHICAGO LABOR CONVENTION. 


ItoM lallaiw M apoH aA aaA R eanarks by th e 
C h ief o f Slr««l M allway Meit. 


Chlcsgo, Sept. 2f.~B. V. Debs did not 
attend the meeting of the labor congress 
yesierdsy. President McMahon, head of 
the street oar men. was there and spoke 
at some length, expressing himself In 
sympathy with the workings of the con­ 
vention and regretting his Inability to 
attend, owing to the complications affect­ 
ing the Chicago City Kail way employes. 
He denounced the pnssent power of the 
supreme court to declare unconstitution­ 
al tho laws passed by congress which 
wore beneflcial to the laboring man. 


He declared that organised capital 
stood entrenched behind the supreme 
court of the land, and in order to battle 
against organised capital it was ncces- 
sai^ to have organised labor or go 
down. The laborers of the United States 
must go hand in hand, according to 
Mahon, then they must have a voice In 
the government and overthrow the pres­ 
ent powers, which are detrimental to 
Ihdr welfare. He was loudly applauded, 
and cries of "That’s right!" frequently 
greeted the speaker. He completed his 
addresi with the sentence: "I stand op- 
po.%ed to the supreme court of this coiui- 
try aii It Is now constituted." 


The report of the committee on reso- 
Itlons fs addressed "To the Labor and 
Reform Organisations of Amerloa." In 
the introduction it refers to "battle 
against monopolies." and speaks of the 
ballot as the safest means for reform. 
The report says "We admit ihe failure 
of the strike method. We favor a series 
of national conventions, to which we In­ 
vite the friends of laljor In a mo%'ement 
looking fo«vard political action. We rec­ 
ognise the necessity of strikes, but the 
most effective strike Is the ballot box."
